Rwandan President Paul Kagame came to Sacramento 
State Thursday to speak about the progress of his nation that 
was torn after a massive genocide. Kagame called the geno- 
cide “the most brutal and fastest in human history,” claiming 
nearly a million lives over a decade ago. 

President Alexander Gonzalez said it was an honor to have 

a guest of Kagame’s caliber visit Sac 
State. 

“This is a historical event ... and 
it’s something that I think all of us 
here will never forget,’ Gonzalez 
said. “It’s under the leadership of 
President Kagame, in taking a 
dynamic stance on these issues, that 
will not only lead Rwanda, but all of 
us, to a better nation and a better 

world.” 

Rwanda’s first lady Jeanette Nyiramongi and key mem- 
bers of Kagame’s delegation were also in attendance. After 
visiting Sac State, Kagame made a stop at the Sacramento 
Chamber of Commerce and the University of Pacific in 
Stockton. 

“The task this morning is to talk to you about managing 
ethnic relations in post-genocide Rwanda, and the lessons we 
can learn from the conflict resolution,” Kagame said. 

The Rwandan president spoke about what led up to 
Rwanda’s “darkest episode in history” that saw the Hutu and 
Tutsi tribes collide, despite their having no ethical, language or 
cultural differences, and what is now being done to bring the 
nation together, Kagame said.

Imagine sipping a cup of your favorite specialty coffee 
while you browse among a large selection of new books. You 
find a book you like and sit down on a comfortable couch with 
the book and your coffee in the brand new Hornet Bookstore. 

After a while, you get a little hungry, so you head across 
the store to a new restaurant, complete with patio seating 
under giant redwoods. 

Your car is parked right next door i in Parking Structure 2, 
so it won’t be any trouble to drop off your purchases. 

This little daydream may soon become reality with the 
groundbreaking for the new $18 million Hornet Bookstore set 
to begin in September. 

“We started the planning process for the new store three 
years ago,” said Julia Milardovich, director of bookstore serv- 
ices. “We are now working with a college store ae but 
we don’t have a color pallet yet.” 

Milardovich said trying to work in the current Hornet 
Bookstore’s nearly 50-year-old building has been a challenge. 
During their busy months, they have to clear out the back part 
of the store just to be able to handle the large volume of inven- 
tory. The new store will be twice the size of the old one. 

“We are constantly rearranging everything,” Milardovich 
said. ““We’re very excited about the new store.” 

Brian Davey of shipping and receiving is looking forward 
to the extra room. 

“Tt will make it so much easier to process the books,” 
Davey said. “The extra space means we won’t be working 
right on top of each other.” 

One of the last hurdles to make the new store a reality is to 
submit the final plans.to the board of trustees, said Matthew 
Altier, executive director of the CSUS Foundation. 

The foundation can then secure a bond. The final plans will 
be submitted to the board of trustees in July. 

This will be a system-wide revenue bond only available for 
capital projects.

The Darfur crisis began two years ago 
when rebels known as the Sudan 
Liberation Movement/Army took up arms 
against Sudan’s government in response 
to perceived economic marginalization 
and the government’s failure to protect vil- 
lagers from attacks. The uprising by the 
army was followed by attacks from a sec- 
ond opposition group, the Justice Equality 
movement. 

Since that time the people of Darfur 
have been fleeing to the bordering country 
of Chad to escape attacks from govern-

Disease 
scares 
campus 


The university learned Friday of a 
‘student hospitalized with meningitis

A Sacramento State student was diagnosed with bacterial 
meningitis on Friday, according to an automated e-mail dis- 
tributed by the university to all SacLink accounts. 

According to the e-mail, the student was hospitalized early 
Friday morning. The student’s condition was not available as 
of press time due to privacy matters. 

Dr. Glennah Trochet, health officer for Sacramento County, 
said she is confident that those who may have been in close 
contact with the patient have been notified and treated. 

According to ‘the e-mail notice, “only a few people needed 
antibiotics asa precaution, and no other cases have been identified.” 

Because bacterial meningitis is not spread through the air, 
but through saliva or droplets, Trochet said one would have had 
to come in very close contact with the patient to be infected. 

“Tt would most likely be either a girlfriend, boyfriend or 
roommate,” Trochet said. “If the person shared lipstick or 
soda, then the people they shared with would be at risk.

Finding a warm place to have fun is usually what students 
and faculty want to do during spring break. But Sacramento 
State’s Stephen Brock flew to Minneapolis, then drove 54 
hours to the still-frozen world of the Red Lake reservation to 
train teachers to help their students cope with the area’s recent 
school shooting. 

Brock, 46, an associate professor i in the department of spe- 
cial education, rehabilitation and school psychology, joined the 
four teams sent to help in the aftermath of the March 21 shoot- 
ings at Red Lake High School. Sixteen-year-old Jeff Weise 
killed his grandfather and his grandfather’s girlfriend, one 
school security guard, one teacher, five students and injured 
seven others before killing himself, leaving a “devastated” 
community and school of approximately 300 students. 

As a member of the National Emergency Assistance Team, ~ 
Brock was contacted the day after the shooting and was on site 
by March 23. Trained as a school psychologist, Brock’s job 
was to train the teachers, who were also greatly affected by the 
shooting, to help their students through the grieving process. 

“Tt never stops impressing me how focused teachers are on 
their kids,” Brock said. “The first thing they asked was, “What 
do. we do with our kids?’ It makes me really proud to be a

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Architects reveal model 
for new recreation center

The three architects in charge of 
planning the Recreation, Wellness 
and Events Center revealed to stu- 
dents and faculty on Monday that 
the first phase is projected to cost 
$80 million. 


The meeting NEWS 
was the first of three 
open forums, where BRIEFS 
the architects unveil _ 
the latest working models of the 
RWEC and discuss the progress of 
the planning with students and fac- 
ulty. 

The $80 million would fund the 
construction of a recreation, health 
and wellness center, and a 6,000- 
seat arena, scheduled to open adja- 
cent to Hornet Stadium on June 1, 
2008. 

—The second phase, slated for a 
2010 opening, is projected to cost 
$34 million and may include a 
bowling alley and swimming pool. 

To date, Sacramento State has 
raised $10,020,000 to fund the RWEC. 

The architects stressed that noth- 
ing has been finalized in regard to 


what will be included in the RWEC. 

“We are not at a point where we 
are taking concrete positions on 
what’s in and what’s out,” said Bob 
Bracamonte, an architect from 
Ellerbe Becket architecture. ““What 
you see is where we are.” 

The architects said that the arena 
portion of the RWEC will play host 
to not only basketball games, but 
also concerts and other revenue 
generating events. - 

Bracamonte estimated that the 
demand for an arena in Sacramento 
could lead to 140 to 150 nights out 
of the year when there would be 
some type of event going on;inside 
the arena. : 

“We're going to build 6,000 
seats initially based on our budget, 
if we have the money,” said Steven 
Sefton, architect from - Ellerbe 
Becket. 

Sefton added that the plan is to 
leave some room available so that 
an additional 2,000 seats could be 
added to complete the original 
8,000-seat idea.

RWEC, health center 
at ASI debate’s core

The three candidates running for 
Associated Students Inc. president 
met for a debate on April 12 in the 
Hinde Auditorium inside the 
University Union. 

Angel Barajas, Brandon Kline 
and Josh McGee discussed the two 
issues dominating Sac State’s student 
government: the future of the 
Recreation, Wellness and Events 
Center and the Student Health Center. 

An audience of about 40. stu- 
dents was on hand to watch. 

Olgalilia Ramirez, co-director of 
ASI governmental affairs, acted as 
moderator for the debate. 

Angel: Barajas, candidate on the 
Access slate, made it clear to the 
audience that he did not vote for the 
RWEC in the last election, but said 
he is willing to get more involved in 
the planning. 

“T voted no on the RWEC, but it 
passed. Now we need to go along 
with it,” Barajas said. “I can’t go 
back and change my vote, but we 
have to make sure students have 
access to it.” 

Josh McGee, Horizon slate can- 
didate and chairman of the RWEC 
student advisory council, said his 
priority if elected is to increase stu- 
dent involvement in the RWEC. 

McGee added his concern that 
Barajas:doesn’t share the same sen- 
timent. ; 

“Tf Team Access voted no on the 
RWEC; how do they have the stu- 
dents’ interests. in mind?” McGee 
said.’

siders the RWEC to be his “person- 
al project,’ but that it shouldn’t 
receive all the attention. 

“T think the RWEC is only half 
the problem,” Kline said. “The health 
center is the other problem. It needs to 
be here the next five, 10, 20 years.”

today, which asks students to 
approve a $27 fee increase to main- 
tain the health center. 

McGee, like Kline, said he 
would vote for Measure 3. 

“Right now we have the lowest 
health center fee. It makes sense to 
raise it to a reasonable level,” 
McGee said. 

On the issue of Measure 3, 
Barajas said students shouldn’t put 
up, with fee increases, and instead 
should take the issue to the Capitol. 

“We need to make sure we go to 
our governor and tell him we keep 
getting fee increases,” Barajas said. 
“He needs to make sure we’re coy- 
ered with health care.” 

Kline said he was confused about 
where Barajas stood on the issue of

flip-flopping on the matter. 

“We need a president who will take 
a stance and stick by it,” Kline said. 

Barajas replied that if the students 
decide to approve Measure 3, he 
would stand behind their decision. 
But he added that the source of the 
fee increase problem is at the Capitol. 

“The bigger problem is at the 
state level. We need to let the gov- 
ermment know we're sick of it. 
That’s the bigger issue; I’m not 
flopping,” Barajas said to Kline. 

The candidates also shared some 
of their own ideas for how to 
improve ASI’s reach on campus. 

McGee said he wanted to 
improve communication between 
students and ASI by starting an e- 
mail system to inform students. 

Kline said he would increase 
communications a different way, by 
relocating the ASI president’s office 
to the first floor of the University 
Union. Currently, all ASI offices are 
located on the Union’s third floor. 

McGee said moving the presi- 
dent’s office would likely be too 
costly, estimating the cost to be 
around $10,000. Kline balked at 
that estimate. 

McGee stated the $10,000 was 
just a “ballpark” figure. 

Both Kline and Barajas added 
they would like to participate in 
town hall meetings with President 
Alexander Gonzalez. 

Barajas also mentioned he 
would like to have a working board 
meeting in the library quad, to make 
ASI more visible. 

Students will have until 7:30 p.m. 
tonight to vote in the online election.

may have to go to court with ASI 
over the election complaint com- 
mittee’s recommendation. 

“Tt would be sch a long 
process,” Lange said. “I’m going to 
say no thank you because it’s so 
late.” 

The Election Complaint 
Committee recommended to the 
Appellate Council that the election 
for the executive vice president’s 
position be pushed back to a later 
date, in order to give Lange time to 
campaign. 

The ASI elections end tonight at 
7:30 p.m. 

Members of the ASI board 
voted to seek legal counsel to eval- 
uate. the Election Complaint 
Committee’s decision, to find out if 
ASI would be vulnerable to a law- 
suit from other candidates that may 








be against moving the election back. 

Current Vice President of 
Academic Affairs Luke Wood 
informed the board that ASI could 
be in jeopardy of a lawsuit because 
the election code states the Election 
Complaint Committee can only rule 
on actual candidates seeking appeal. 

Wood and Angel Barajas, ASI 
executive vice president, argued that 
since Lange is not currently an eligi- 
ble candidate, the complaint com- 
mittee should not have ruled on his 
complaint. 

“The committee went outside 
their jurisdiction on what they can 
rule on,” Wood said. “I think we 
should freeze the ruling.” 

While the ASI board did not 
agree with Wood’s idea for freezing 


the committee’s ruling, it did agree - 


to seek legal counsel to ensure it is 
not vulnerable to a lawsuit.

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ment militias known as the jan- 
jaweed. 

. , Amnesty International estimates 
more than 200,000 civilians have 
escaped into Chad, while 1.8 mil- 
lion others have sought refuge in 
neighboring regions of Sudan. 

The United Nations estimates 
that 180,000 people have died from 
hunger and disease since the begin- 
ning of the conflict. 

Hunger and disease are only one 
part of the problem, Unimuke said. 
Women are being systematically 
raped and killed by the janjaweed, 
often in front of their families or 
other villagers to perpetuate fear, 
she said. 

The U.S. Department of State 
reported in September 2004 that the © 
janjaweed are using rape as a 
weapon against non-Arab 
Darfurians. 

“Sixteen percent of the respon- 
dents said either that they had been 
raped or had heard about a rape 
from a victim,” the report said, 
“One woman told the team that she 
had been raped repeatedly in front 
of her father by members of the 
Sudanese military and janjaweed. 
Afterward, her father was dismem- 
bered in front of her.” 

Unimuke said stories reported 


by the survivors are what have led 
her to want to help. 

“Tt is difficult for me to talk 
about,” Unimuke said, her voice 
cracking. “Being a woman, it is 
easy to imagine the situation, and to 
think of ‘what these women are 


’ going through is horrible.” 


Recent reports of the situation 
show that even with U.N. resolutions 
there has been little improvement. 

Medecins Sans Frontieres, also 
called Doctors Without Borders, 
treated nearly 500 women for rape 
in the five-month period between 
October 2004 and February 2005. 
It also reported arrests of women 
impregnated by rapists and charged 
with zina, unlawful sexual inter- 
course, a punishable offense under 
Sudanese law. 

Amnesty International has 
reported harassment and several 
arrests of international nongover- 
mental organization staffs who 
appear to criticize the government, 
including investigating cases of rape. 

Rwandan President Paul 
Kagame, during his recent appear- 
ance at Sac State, was asked whether 
he thought the lessons learned in 
Rwanda, where Kagame ended 
years of genocide, could be used in 
dealing with the Sudanese crisis.

when speaking of Sudan because 
many people, including the U.S. 
government, have concluded that it 
has become an act of genocide by 
the Sudanese government. 

“Analysis of the refugee inter- 
views points to a pattern of abuse 
against members of Darfur’s non- 
Arab communities, including mur- 
der, rape, beatings, ethnic humilia- 
tion and destruction of property and 
basic necessities,’ the September 
2004 Department of State report 
said. “One refugee reported a militia 
member stating, “We kill all blacks 
and even kill our cattle when they 
have black calves.’” 

Unimuke, who worries that not 
enough is being done, said, “We 
need to raise awateness about this 
issue before the same thing happens 
in Sudan that happened in Rwanda.” 

Maurine Eke, activities director 
for the African Students 
Association, said the money raised 
by the Nubian Allure event will be 
sent to the Red Cross to help sustain 
the refugees. 

“The more awareness we raise, 
the more solutions we can find,” 
Unimuke said.

He said the Red 
Lake intervention was “unique.” 

“(The tribe) has an extraordinary 
amount of challenges,” Lieberman 
said. “But we respect their privacy. 
We put’a media black-out on the 
whole team.” 

Lieberman said since the team’s 
initial intervention, the tribal council 
has taken over any and all collabora- 
tions needed to further help its peo- 
ple. The council has said it hopes to 
use natural, ancient methods to pro- 
mote healing among its people. 

“The first thing needed was to 
unite the families and open the 
school back up,” Lieberman said.

the blame in assaults 


ecently, while covering an 
Risener for The State 
ornet, I attended “Take Back 
the Night,” an annual event seeking 
to raise sexual violence awareness. 
This was my second time attending 
one of these events, but this time 
something one of the speakers, a rape 
victim, said really struck a chord with 
me. 
Rachel (last name withheld) was 
talking about the responses she 
received from friends when they 
found out she had been raped and 
said the most common responses 
from her female friends were: “What 
were you wearing?” or “What did 
you do?” and she realized that the 
rumors are true: Rape victims are 
often blamed for what happens to 
them. 

Then she said something that Pll 
never forget. She said, “I have yet to 
meet a woman who woke up one 
morning and said to herself, “Hmm, 
today I feel like getting raped; what 
should I wear?” 

Neither victims nor their clothing 
are to blame for a sexual assault. The 
assailant is the one at fault and often 
decides to attack because of opportu- 
nity, not because of the dress or 
actions of the victim . 

In fact, 75 percent of female sexu- 
al assault victims knew their male 
attacker either as an acquaintance or a 
friend. According to the Web site of 
the California Coalition Against 
Sexual Violence, “there is no correla- 
tion between who is raped and the 
clothes they are wearing or their flir- 
tatious behavior at the time. Women

of all ages are raped. They are usual- 
ly going about their everyday activi- 
ties or simply interacting with some- 
one they know.” 

The truth of the matter is that 
rapists point out the woman’s cloth- 
ing or actions after an attack to excuse 
his actiqns, but this does not justify 
them. 

Calcasa’s Web site also points out 
the worst and most ironic point here, 
which is the social standard placed on 
women. We are encouraged by 
advertisements, television, music 
videos and even each other to be sex- 
ually attractive and to dress to impress 
— but then if we become victims of 
rape, we are blamed for something 
we did not do and could not prevent. 

It is sad to me that others do not 
recognize this in the way women are 
talked about or treated.

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Five big mistakes add up to five big lessons learned 


Te season of tank tops and 
toe rings is making its 
entrance in 2005. Yet the 
_month of April will soon subside 
and the thought of a new beginning 
lingers in the minds of graduating 
seniors. 

There’s a silver pond near the 
end of the baccalaureate road, and 
when seniors reach this point, they 
tend to stop for a moment to reflect.

Continued from A1 
risk.” : 

The patient did not live in the 
residence halls. 

The Student Health Center is 
working with the county to help 
treat anyone else who has been in 
close contact with the patient. In 
addition, all registered students 
are eligible to receive vaccina- 
tions that help prevent two of the 
three most common types of 
meningitis. 

According to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
Web site, meningitis is a conta- 
gious infection of the fluid in a 
person’s spinal cord and the fluid 


that surrounds. the brain. 
Symptoms can develop over 
hours or in one to two days and 
include fever, headache, nausea, 
vomiting and a stiff neck. 

Trochet said that Sacramento 
County investigates meningitis cases 
about 15 times per year. She said last 
year the county had only eight cases, 
but there were 43 cases in 1996. 

“Every time it’s reported, we 
act immediately,” Trochet said. 

There are an estimated 100 cases 
on college campuses nationally 
every year, according to the e-mail.

Rwandans of all walks of life,’ Kagame said. - 
While the Rwandan president received a warm wel- 


come from about 400 people in the Alumni Center, 
about 20 protestors with signs from the Inga Association, 


Republic of the Congo, were not as welcoming. 

“We are not interested.in what he has to say,” said 
Ameda Kyubwa, a sociology graduate student. “The 
president is not what he seems to be.” 

“He’s a murderer,’ said Delphin Kyumwa, who is 
also a member of the Inga Association. “I know he has 
nothing to say that is true. He could have prevented 
genocide, but instead he wanted power.” 

Kyubwa said that one major concern he has is that 
Kagame sent troops to the Congo to look for soldiers of 
the former regime who were responsible for the geno- 
cide, but instead innocent people were being killed. 

“He has created more trouble for the region,” 
Kyubwa said. 

Emest Uwazie, a Sac State criminal justice professor, 
said that last summer a group called the Fulbright Group, 
composed of 14 faculty members from Sac State and 
other academic institutions made, a trip to Rwanda to 
explore its culture, ethnicity and national reconciliation. 

“Why the genocide?” Uwazie said. “We wanted to 
understand how the atrocity could have taken place in 
Rwanda.” 

After visiting the country, Uwazie and other faculty 
wanted to know more about the post-genocide Rwanda 
and its current state, and thus decided to invite Kagame 
to give a lecture at Sac State. 

The Fulbright Group has also raised over $10,000 for 
various charitable organizations in Rwanda and will 
soon set up scholarships for Rwandans, Uwazie said. 

Government student Tiffany Good attended the 
event and said, “I thought it was good, but a lot of what 
he said I already knew — it was topical.” 

Kagame’s speech lasted about 30 minutes. 

“We must be resolute in promoting attributes of 
nationhood and instill in our people hope of the future,” 
Kagame said. “We as leaders cannot afford to let them 
down.”

Teamwork took on a whole new meaning for Sacra- 
mento State athletes on Sunday evening. 

Every student-athlete at Sac State was asked to raise a 
minimum of $25 for breast cancer research and to partici- 
pate in a walk-a-thon at Homet Stadium. 

The majority of the proceeds, estimated at $10,000, 
are going to the Roseville Sutter Breast Health Center and 
a small percentage will be kept by the Sac State athletics de- 
partment, the event’s organizer Megan Frost said. 

Frost, a Sac State senior and undergraduate assistant 
coach with women’s soccer, has been volunteering her 
time to put together the event titled “Pink, Faith and Me: A 
Sacramento State Athletics Walk for Breast Cancer.” 

In fact, Frost’s mother said she started working on the 
project over a year ago. 

“Tt was (Frost’s) vision, her energy and her commitment 
to this cause that made this event possible,” Athletics Director 
‘Terry Wanless told participants. 

Frost said her inspiration for the event was her 
best friend’s mother, Pat McGhee, a breast can- 
cer survivor whom she called “a second mom.” 

According to McGhee, who did extensive re- 
search on the disease after being diagnosed three 
years ago, one in seven women are infected 
with breast cancer, and every 30 minutes the 
disease claims another life. 

“Pat struggled, fought and overcame a disease that in 
truth could have taken her life,” Frost said. “When I think 
about how different the outcome is for thousands of peo- 
ple every day, it inspires me to want to help.” 

Wanless said he was more than willing to help as well. 

“It’s for such a worthy cause, and (Frost) had such a pas- 
sion for it, I just felt we had to get aboard,” he said. “But we 
also thought it was something we needed to do as a de- 
partment — to rally our student athletes around a common 
cause — and I think we’ve been very successful.” 

The women’s soccer team, along with women’s rowing, 
raised the most money, bringing in a combined $5,000. 

Both teams showed up on Sunday in high spirits. 

While most Hornet sports teams wore Sac State T-

Wanless was so pleased with the event that he said he 
hopes Frost will be around to turn it into an annual fundrais- 
er, something she plans to do. 

“I'm hoping that in the coming years, it’s going to be big- 
ger and better,”’ Frost said. 

As for this year, the turnout of over 200 student-athletes 
was a good start, and McGhee said she was impressed 
with the efforts of Frost and Hornet athletics. 

“There are so many people affected by-breast cancer,” 
McGhee said. “So it’s great that everyone came together for 
a great cause.”

“In 1982 he joined a Giants team 
with the likes of Jack Clark, Reggie 
Smith and Jeffrey Leonard, three 
players often given a negative 
image by the media, with Leonard 
at the forefront. 

“Jeff was a great guy, more 
intelligent than people knew,” Barr 
said. “I think a lot of times guys like 


Jeff come off as rude because that is _, 


an image they portray to keep 
people away from them.” 

Barr told a story about his 
former Angel teammate, Rod 
Carew. Carew was in the dugout 
half dréssed when he looked up at a. 
crowd of reporters and said, “What 
the (expletive) do you guys want?” 

Barr,commented, “T said, 
‘Rodney, you’re kind of mean to 
those guys.’ Rod looked at me and 
said, ‘If I wasn’t, they would never 
leave me alone.” 

Barr was released by the Giants 
in April of 1984, and at the age of 
36 his major league career was over. 


Barr said that when he came to 
Sac State, it took him a while to find 
his comfort zone as a coach. 

“Not until my second season did 
I really understand how many guys 
are just happy tébe'playing:collegé) 
baseball,” Barr said. “When I 


~ realized this, I-started to teach guys 


to play within their ability. If they 
have more, then use it to get to the 
next level.” 

Getting the most from his 
players is something Barr saw in his 
college coach at USC, 11-time 
national champion Rod Dedeaux. 

“He was the type of coach who 
knew how to coach the mental 
game,” Barr said. “He was more of 
a motivator than a hands-on.coach.” 

Barr said that he only saw 
Dedeaux raise his voice one time. It 
happened in a game against 
California when future major league 
all-star Dave Kingman came into 
the dugout and threw his glove on 
the bench, knicking Dedeaux’s arm. 

“Dedeaux got up,” Barr said, 
“picked Kingman up by the shirt 
and said, “You will never do that 
again. We don’t act like that here.’” 

Barr said that Dedeaux was a 
great coach, but it was probably the 


USC program that had the biggest 
impact on him as a player and 
coach. He said, “USC was college 
baseball at the time. Through it I 
won two national titles in ’68,and,, 
*70, and I got to play two. years of 
baseball in Alaska with some of the 
games top players.” 

According to Smith, Barr’s 
accomplishments as a ballplayer at 
USC and in the big leagues have 
served him well as a coach. 

“The guy is incredible; he’s a 
horse,” Smith said. “His experience 
is valuable, and I think it goes 
unsaid. He’s pretty quiet, but when 
he talks, everybody listens.” 

Barr, now in his 11th season at 
Sac State, said that although he has 
thought about it, a head coaching 
position is not something he is 
actively pursuing. 

Whatever happens, Hornet fans 
can rest easy knowing that when 
No. 33 steps out of the Sac State 
dugout, he is giving advice that has 
been filtered through some of the 
best minds the game has ever seen.

ncle Tyson is a super hero,” 
Tyson Hampton’s niece 
said over a long-distance 
phone call from his brother, Rod 
Hampton, in Virginia. 

Tyson Hampton, a junior sociology 
major at Sacramento State student, 
jumped a fence last Wednesday to save 
two women from a burning building. 

Rod Hampton said he found out 
about his brother’s courageous act an 
hour after it happened, and he’s been, 
telling his friends about it ever since. 

“T was so excited,” Rod Hampton 
said. “He’s a great person and does a lot 
to help people.” ; 

Tyson Hampton said everything hap- 
pened very quickly and that-he didn’t 
really think about what he was going to 
do when the firé started. 

“J just wanted to do what I could,” 

he said. 

Hampton just got home from the 
gym and was getting out of the shower 
when the screaming started. 

He said he ignored the sounds at first 
since he’s used to hearing people scream 
in the apartment complex next to him, 
which usually involves domestic distur- 
bances. 

Then the shouts for someone to call 
911 started. 

After looking out the window and 
seeing a woman hanging from an apart- 
ment balcony in front of two windows 
billowing with black smoke, Hampton

said he suddenly found himself throw- 
ing clothes on and jumping a 12-foot 
fence that separated him from the burn- 
ing building. 

The fire had blocked off the front 
door and the kitchen, so the people in 
the apartment couldn’t get out, 
Hampton said. 

That’s when he told the first woman 
to jump; he would catch her. 

Since she was taller than the other 
woman, Hampton said, he was able to 
grab her foot and have her drop into his 
arms. 

The second woman was a little more

difficult to rescue, he said. 

“She was hesitant, saying she had

Seconds after the two women were 
safe, one of them started shouting that a 
baby was inside the burning apartment. 

Hampton said as soon as he heard 
that, he took off the lower window’s 
screen, jumped inside and began 
searching for the baby.

From the late 1950s to the early 
1960s, pulp novel author Ann 
Bannon emerged as one of the lead- 
ing writers of lesbian fiction with her 
five-book series, “The Beebo 
Brinker Chronicles.” 

Offering a view into the world of 
lesbian life and homophobia in the 
1950s, the books connected with 
readers of generations young and 
old, thanks to the series’ popularity 
and reprints oyer the years. 

However, while the “Beebo 
Brinker Chronicles” continued to 
find new readers in the decades fol- 
lowing its release, Bannon had 
already moved on with her life. 
Graduating from Sacramento State 
in 1968 with a master’s degree, she 
returned to Sac State in 1974 after 
receiving her doctorate in linguistics 
at Stanford University. 

. By the time she entered Sac State, 
however, she had stopped using the 
name “Bannon,” which was just a 
pen name she adopted to conceal her 
identity. Her real name is Ann Weldy, 
and for her contribution to her alma

She did just that, and the second 
version of her novel became “Odd 
Girl Out,” the first of the five books 
in the “Beebo Brinker Chronicles.” 

The book went on to sell half a 
million copies and was the second- 
best-selling paperback of 1957.. 

Weldy’s last book in the series, 
“Beebo Brinker,’ was released in 
1962.

His friend, Kevin Watkins, said 
he laughed when he heard that 
Hampton had jumped a 12-foot 
fence.

“Tt was all kind of a surprise to 
me,’ Watkins said.

“T didn’t think it was a big deal 
until I saw the burned apartment 
building and how thankful the 
ladies were,” Watkins said.
